TWO OFFICERS ARE KILLED

Manila, April 24.—Four men of the 
First Nebraska region ut, including Col­ 
onel Stotaenberg and Lieutenant Sisson, 
and three men of the Fourth cavalry were 
hilled and 44 wounded in an engage­ 
ment at Que agua.

treated with small loss.

The Nehru«k.’i regiment lost two pri­ 
vates and hail many wounded, includ­ 
ing two lieutenant*; the Iowa regiment 
had several wounded; the U tah regi­ 
ment had one officer aud three men 
wounded.

N- wman, Ga., April 24.—Sam Hose, 
the marsh rer of Alfred Cranford and 
the r a n -her of his wife, was burned at 
the stake I wo miles freon here yesterday 
afternoon iii the presence of 2,500 peo­ 
ple. 
Hose has been oil the farm of the Jones 
brothers, between .Macon and Columbus, 
si nee the day after he committed In­ 
born hic crime. His mother is employed 
on the farm, and to her little cabin he 
fled as a sate refuge. 
She fed him and 
cared for him, 
Saturday morning one 
of the Jones boys met Hose and, as he 
was talking to him, noticed that his 
“ ginger” face wa- ebony black, bul just 
below the collar of his shirt the copper 
color was discernible. Convinced that 
the negro had blackened his face to es­ 
cape detection, Jones became convinced 
that he was the m gro for whom the au­ 
thorities, assisted by bloodhounds, had 
been scouring the country for IO days, 
and they determined to arrest him. 
Yesterday morning they started from 
Macon on a Georgia Central train with 
the negro for Atlanta. 
At Griffin, a 
station beyond this place, some erne rec­ 
ognised the uegre* and sent word here 
that Hose was cai the train bound for 
Atlanta. 
W hen the train arrived here 
the Jones brothers were induced to fun) 
the negro over to Sheriff Brown ol 
Campbell county, and he was marched 
to jail at the head of a yelling crowd oi 
SOO people. 
After toe prisoner hail been turned 
over to S**eriff Brown that individual 
was induced to surrender him to the 
mob, who marched him through town 
to the public square.

now thoroughly nm Idened crowd.

shocking negro was quickly deprived of 
other portions of his anatomy and the 
word-: “Come on with the oil” brought 
a huge can of k iroseno to where the ne­ 
gro, his body covered with blood, was 
striving and tuggin g at las chains. Tilt 
can was Iii ted over the negro’s head and 
its contents poured over hun. 
By this nine a good -upply of fire­ 
wood had

As the flames crept higher aud 
the smoke entered his eyes aud mouth 
Hose put the stumps of his hands to the 
tree back of him aud with a terrific 
plunge forward of his body severed the 
upper portion of the chains which bound 
him to the tree. 
His body, hold to the 
tree only as far as the thighs, lunged 
forward, thus 
escaping 
the 
flame* 
which roared aud crackled about his 
feet. One of the men nearest the burn 
ing negro quickly ran up aud pushing 
him back, said: 
“ Get back into the fire, there,” and 
quickly coupled fho disjointed links of 


the chain. 
The crowd surrounded tho 
stake on all sides, bnf none of those 
neare r than IOO feet of the center were 
able to se© what was going on. 
Yell 
after yell went up aud the progress of 
the flames was commU'ated to those in 
the rear V»y shouts from the eyewitnesses. 
The torch was applied about 2:80 and 
at 8 o'clock the boily of Sam Hose was 
limp and lifeless, his head hanging to 
om side. 
The body w'bh not cut down. 
It was cut to pieces. 
The crowd fought 
for places about the smouldering tree, 
and with knives secured such pieces of 
his carcass as did not fall to pieces. The 
chain was severed by hammers, the tree 
was chopped down and, with such 
pieces of the firewood as had not burned, 
was carried away as souvenirs.
